If you have not already 
planted 
your fall garden, now Is the time to 
begin planning and making prewri­ 
tten for it. 
Every wide-awake and 
successful fsrmer know* the value 
snd help which is derived from th? 
growing of such a garden. We should 
have something in the -home garden 
twelve months of the yetr. 
The following 
suggestions 
may 
prove helpful te thdke tetares ted. 
The fall garden should be planted 
so'as to provide fresh, tender vege­ 
tables through the latter half of the 
summer, f # and 
winter. 
Anyone 
can have a fall garden, if the proper 
kind of soil and varieties are selected £ 
and given good attention 
A well drained soil of a loamy na- ' 
ture with a good, porous clay sub soil 
underneath, should be selected for 
the fall garden, however, it ia very 
important that the moisture is re­ 
tained in the soil through the hot days 
of August andi September. 
The planting shoudd be done es?ly 
as it takes from ninety to one hun­ 
dred and twenty days for many of 
the vegetables to mature. 
In preparing the 
land 
fof 
fall 
planting, the ground should be thor­ 
oughly broken and finely pulverized, 
but instead of planting in ridges, as 
is commonly practiced in the early 
spring, the fall planting should be dona 
on the level, since by level tillage 
it is much easier to retain the mois­ 
ture. 
It is advisable for most soils, that 
a liberal application of cow manure, 
or other well-rotted manure, be used, 
but fresh horse manure should not be 
used. A mixture of equal parts acid 
phosphate and cottonseed meal ap 
plied at the rate of 1,000 pounds to 
one ton per acre give good results. 
This must be mixed well with soil 
before planting the seed or setting the 
plants. 
Broad casting fertilizer for 
gardening is best. 
Frequent cultivation is necessary to 
conserve moisture, maintain mellow 
soil and to keep down weeds and 
grass. 
v , 
The following list of vegetables is 
only suggestive. 
Others 
may, be 
added or some of these left off. Good 
varieties for fall planting are: 
Carrots: Half Long Danvers. 
Turnips: Flat Dutch, Yellow Globe 
or Swede, Milan, Cow Horn. 
* Lettuce: Hanson, Big Boston. 
Bean: Stringless Green Pod Ken­ 
tucky Wonder, Bunch Butter Bean. 
Cucumbers: White Spine. 
Sow beets, squash, mustard, pars­ 
ley, shallots, radishes, salsify in 
spinach. 
Set out winter cabbage, 
collard, tomato and onion sets. 
Just a word in regard to , field 
cropa orchards and flower gardens. 
I submit the following suggestions: 
For fall and winter pasture^ begin 
to sow rape, oats, rye, barley, crim­ 
son clover, hairy vetch bur clover and 
sweet clover. 
For the orchard sow something for 
a cover crop, such as crimson clover, 
red clover or vetch. 
In the flower yard take up spring 
flowering bulbs, auch as 
hyacinth, 
tulips, narcissus, daffodils, jonquils,1 
dry in shade and store in dry sand 
in cool location. 
Begin to sow pe­ 
rennial flowers to bloom next spring,! 
such as golden alyssum, columbine, 
Canterbury bells, carnations, hardy 
daisies, larkspur pinks, foxglove, gal­ 
lardía., gypsophila, hollyhock, forget- 
me-not, poppies, phlox, etc. Sow pan­ 
sies.
